Enemy Fights Furiously But 
Allied Steam Roller Proceeds ; 


Many Ruined | Towns Captured 


French Troops Cross Suippe River After Severe Fighting 
British Make Gains Between Lens and Cambrai-—- 
Americans Advance in Champagne—Serbians Push 
Offensive in Direction of Nish 


-French troops have crossed the Suippe river east 
e reached the outskirts of Bazancourt and 
Boul-sur-Suippe after severe fighting, 1t 1s officially announced, At 
Clement-a-Arnes heavy losses have been inflicted npon the Germans 
who retired in disorder. Today's fighting completed the delivery of 
Rheims, the official statement announces. 

The battle north of St. Quentin continued all day and Remaueourt, 
Tilloy Farm and several fortified woods were captured, the statement 
says. The enemy resisted furiously, but was unable to check the 
French, who captured several hundred prisoners, 

French troops last night captured the town of St. Masmes, north 
east of Rheims and penetrated the town of Hauvine, farther to the 
east and north of the Arnes river. Northeast of St. Quentin the Ger 
mans attacked several times in an effort to retake the positions con 
quered by the French, All the attacks except in the region of Tilloy 
arm were repulsed. Fighting in that region continues, 


BRITISH GAIN BETWEEN LENS AND CAMBRAI. 


London, Oct. 7—Further progress was made by the British Sun 
day night on the front between Lens and Cambrai. Field Marshal 
Haig announced Monday morning that posts have been established on 
crossings of the Scheldt canal north of Abeneheul-au-Bae and north 
east and east of Opy. The British also have pushed in slightly further 
towards Lillie on the west and southwest, capturing a German posi 
tion east of Berelau and progressing somewhat north of Wez Mao 
quart.

1,200 PRISONERS ARE TAKEN. 

London, Oct. 7—Reuter’s correspondent at British headquarters
